At Sea With the Pacific Fleet, 


July 2 (Delayed)—Six weeks ago I 
flew a patrol with an observation 
plane. I took the occasion to remark 
that, while it wasn't permitted to 
give the full names of Bill the pilot 
and Willie the radioman, I wished 
I could because they had to fiy 
patrols every day and somedav 
might be killed 'doing it. 


Now Bill and Willie are dead. 
- On the ship we called Bill the 
pilot "Ace," partly because of 
his considerable skill at throw- 
ing darts but more because of 
the great sickness he had.

ff** sickness was not in his 


body, for he -was tall, muscular 
and handsome- His .sickness was 
in his heart and the malady was 
disappointment. 
He wanted to fight and the want- 


ing was a fire that consumed him. 
He wanted above all the desires of 
his life, to fiy a fighter plane in 
combat. With hatred that was al- 
most an obsession, he hated the slow, 
sturdy, dependable, lightly armed 
observation plane to which his or- 
ders condemned him. He abhorred 
the monotony of his duty, which was 
dangerous enough but not exciting. 


But he was a fine pilot and con- 


scientious. And in chat mysterious 
bourne where the Navy's chores are 
assigned, they felt that his great 
ability and experience outweighed 
his wishes.

So cay after day he climbed into 


his plane and Sew his uneventful 
beat cut over the empty sea and 
back, endlessly from ship to horizon 
and beyond the horizon and back 
to the ship. 


But always as he flew, his 


sickness gnawed at 'him and he 
schemed to cure it. Between 
patrols he composed appeals for 
transfer to a. fighter squadron. 
They were denied. He tried to 
join the Volunteer Fighter-- 
Gronp hi Burma, but they 
-wouldn't let nun go. He pleaded 
for duty on an aircraft carrier, 
bat they told him good warship 
observation pilots were a rarity 
and too valuable to release. 
Nothing prevailed and he tried to 


content himself with planning an 
attack if even his monotonous patrol 
should fiush a Japanese ship.

Possibly you do not unfierstand 


what "planning attack" with an ob- 
servation plane implies. But you 
would understand if you knew war- 
ship planes, which are 
called 


"Pigeons" in contempt. 


These piaaes are the underdogs 


of all naval aviation. They are slug- 
gish and awkward, and they carry 
only a pair of beanshooters for de- 
fense. The fact that they carry a 
couple of small bombs is only an 
underdog's hopeless gesture of de- 
fiance. 


They were designed for one pur- 


pose, an aim having no remote con- 
nection with aerial combat. They 
are extended eyes for the ships. 
Dreamed 


Nobody who knows anything about 


them expects the Pigeons to fight. 
When the enemy is near they are 
expected, to keep as far from trouble 
as cloud cover or wave-nopping 
will allow. 


But '•Ace" planned attacks. 


He dreamed of bombing1 an 
enemy ship and he believed sin- 
cerely that he could get away 
with it. He even thought, given 
altitude, skill and the advantage 
of a, few seconds surprise, that 
he conld attack a Jap Zero 
fighter and -win. 
He wanted to fight. "Wanting to 


fight, wanting a fast deadly plane 
as an instrument for his skill was 
his sickness. He deserved to die 
fighting. 
" 


Anc so today he flew his patroL 


WHlie the radioman was with him 
in the rear seat. They Sew out to 
the end of their sector and started 
back. On the way in they met a 
plane searching another sector.

"Ace™ Signalled the second 


plane to join np. Something 
went wrong then, nobody knows 
what. As the other pilot drew 
toward him. "Ace's" plane 
swerved into a. turn, swung 
sharply around 180 degrees and 
dove into the sea. 
The other pilot landed in the open 


sea, taxied near the capsized wreck- 
age and. leaving the plane in the 
hands of his radioman, clambered 
into the water ana tried to reach 
"Ace*" and Willie under the heav- 
ing surface. 
Death 


He found nothing but a floating 


glove. The icy water numbed his 
body so quickly tnat he could not 
climb back into his own plane and 
lie was saved only when the radio- 
man, 
leaving the plane unguided, 


crawled from the cockpit and pulled 
him back aboard. 


Somebody will have to go to 


the girl "Ace" married two 
months ago and explain to her 
why his sickness win never be 
cored and why, perhaps, it 
doesn't matter now.

He wanted to fight and the w ant­ 
ing was a fire th at consumed him 
He wanted above ail the desires of 
his life, to fly a fighter plane In 
combat. With hatred th a t was al­ 
most an obsession, he hated the slow, 
sturdy, dependable, lightly armed 
observation plane to which his or­ 
ders condemned him 
He abhorred 
the monotony of his duty, which was 
dangerous enough but not exciting 
But he was a fine pilot and con­ 
scientious And in th a t mysterious 
bourne where the Navy's chores are 
assigned, they felt th a t his great 
ability and experience outweighed 
his wishes.

So day after day he climbed Into 
his plane and flew his uneventful 
beat out over the empty sea and 
back, endlessly from ship to horizon 
and beyond the horizon and back 
to the ship.

Nothing prevailed and he tried to 
content himself with planning an 
attack if even his monotonous patrol 
should flush a Japanese ship 
Contempt 
Possibly you do not understand 
what "planning attack" with an ob 
nervation plane implies. 
But you 
would understand lf you knew war­ 
ship 
planes, 
which 
are 
called 
"Pigeons’’ in contempt. 
These planes are the underdogs 
of all naval aviation They are slug 
gish and awkward, and they carry 
only a pair of beanshooter for de 
fense. Tile fact th at they carry i 
couple of small bombs Is only an 
underdog's hopeless gesture of de­ 
fiance. 
They were designed for one pur­ 
pose. an aim having no remote con­ 
nection with aerial combat. They 
are extended eyes for the ships 


Dreamed 
Nobody who knows anything about 
them expects the Pigeons to fight. 
When the enemy is near they are 
expected to keep as far from trouble 
as cloud cover or wave-chopping 
will allow 
But “Ace” planned 
attacks. 
He 
dreamed 
of 
bombing 
an 
enemy ship and he believed sin­ 
cerely that he could get away 
with it. He even thought, given 
altitude, skill and the advantage 
of a few seconds surprise, that 
he could attack a Jap Zero 
fighter and win. 
He wanted to fight. W anting to 
fight, wanting a fast deadly plane 
as an instrum ent for his skill was 
his sickness. He deserved to die 
fighting. 
And so today he flew his patrol. 
Willie the radiom an was with him 
in the rear seat. They flew out to 
the end of their sector and started 
back On the way in they m et a 
plane searching another sector.

went wrong then, nobody knows 
what. As the other pilot drew

Tile other pilot landed in the open 
sea. taxied near the capsized wreck­ 
age and, leaving the plane in the

He found nothing but a floating 
glove. The icy w’ater numbed his 
body so quickly th a t he could not 
climb back into his own plane and 
he was saved only when the radio­ 
m an, leaving the plane unguided, 
crawled from the cockpit and pulled 
him back aboard.

Moscow, July 29 (AP)—The Russian defense of the Cau­ 
casus showed signs of stiffening today as the steadily rein­ 
forced German drive across the lower Don shaped into 
spearheads toward Kushchevka, Salsk and the Tikhoretsk- 
Stalingrad railroad linking the oil fields to central Russia. 
A communique said the Red Army was ‘‘displaying stub­ 
born resistance" after being forced back in the Rataisk area, 
15 miles south of Rostov along the main railway to the oil 
port of Baku.

Farmers are advised by the Ad- 


ams County USDA War Board that 
when they purchase replacement 
parts for passenger automobiles or 
trucks, it is now necessary for them 
to "turn in" the used part, in order 
to purchase the replacement. This 
is in connection, with the War Pro- 
duction Board's Limitation. Order 
L-158, effective July 15, 1942. 


The order restricting sales by dis- 


tributors prohibits any distributor 
from, selling or delivering any re- 
placement part (excepting cab as- 
semblies and parts, such as fuses, 
and flares which are consumed in 
use) to a consumer Tinip-<g; t>m con- 
sumer delivers to the distributor, at 
the time the purchase is made, "a 
used part of similar irinrj and size 
for each new replacement part de- 
livered to such consumer." Like- 
wise, the order prohibits the sale of 
any "new replacement part to a 
consumer to replace a part which 
the distributor can recondition by 
use of available reconditioning fa- 
cilities."
